"THE DEAF-MUTE MUST GO." 



"The deaf -mute must go," see 
be the motto of the Ohio Institution. 
According to onr onr correspondent, 
nine deaf-mutes who were employed 
at the Institution at Columbus, have 
been obliged to step down and ont, 
since the I'ratt regime was inangurat 
ed three years ago. If we were to 
make the stupendous concession that 
all of these " removals" were neces- 
sary to the strict performance of duty, 
how can we overlook the prejudice and 
evident antipathy to deaf-mutes which 
caused each vacancy to be filled by a 
bearing person. Many of the deaf 
persona who were ousted, had proven 
themselves competent and careful in 
the performance of the duties assign- 
ed, them. Their successors cannot do 
the work aa well aa they did it. 
Then, what other reason can be as- 
signed for su3h extraordinary action 
than prejudice — for we are assured it 
ia not politics this time. The super- 
intendent of the Ohio Institution 
seems to have little faith in the effica- 
cy of our deaf-mate educational sys- 
tem, since by example he conveys to the 
public the impression that education 
bad failed to make the deaf-mutes fit- 
ted for positions which ordinarily in- 
telligent hearing persons conld satis- 
factorily (?) fill. If any one should 
have confidence in deaf-mate ability, 
it certainly should be those who are 
engaged in deaf-mute education. To 
pronounce an educated deaf-mute in- 
competent, is to condemn their own 
work as a failure. The Deaf-Mutes' 
Journal asks no favors for deaf-mutes, 
bat decidedly demands that justice be 
done them. As the public exponent 
of all that concerns the deaf, it is 
due to them that we allow no abase 
to pass unobserved or no wrong to 
go unrighted, if expostulation can be 
of any avail to correct it. There are 
over three thousand deaf-mates in the 
State of Ohio, and any injustice per- 
petrated towards one of their num- 
ber should be the concern of all. The 
united protest of three thousand in- 
dividuals ought to carry with it some 
weight Members of the legislature 
would certainly show a regard for 
their deaf-mate constituents, if person- 
ally appealed to, or if marked copies 
of papers discovering their grievances 
were persistently placed before them. 
In short, the deaf-mates, on account 
of their numbers, possess no am all 
degree of influence, and when occa- 
aion reqnires they should not hesitate 
to uae it in sach a way as will be 
moat effective.

cause they are deaf-mutes. He then 
proceeds to slate the case from his 
standpoint — i. e., " that they were re- 
moved on the ground that some hear- 
ing men would work cheaper than 
them.'' 

It would be just as well if " H. S."

if the public, for, in this instance, he 
simply roisinformg his readers. 

Since Mr. Scott left the printing 
office, the expenses of that office have 
doubled. It now requires two 
men to <Io what he did atone. Mr. 
Scott's successor was no sooner in- 
■Utlled in his place than he found that 
too much was required of him and he 
demanded and got a hearing man as 
assistant, a thing that was persistently 
refused .Mr. Scott. Everything that 
the now foreman has asked for — new 
type, etc — he has received instantly. 

Mr. Scott >s an intelligent man and 
a bet Let printer and teacher of print- 
ing for the deaf than his successor, 
hut what the mute asked for was re- 
fused and when the hearing man asks 
fni' the same things he gets them 
without trouble. Mr. Scott was re- 
qoired to confine himself to the office 
li'iin morning to night, while his suc- 
cessor, having an assistant, is absent 
in tbe city half of the time, and no- 
thing is said about it. What is all 
right for the hearing man to do, is all 
wrong for the mule. " S. S ," do you 
call that justice and economy? 

Mr. Pratt's successor knows no- 
thing ahonl. deaf-mutes any more than 
Mr. Scott's, and what is worse, cannot 
rend nor write ? It is said he, too, fol- 
lowing the example of the printing 
ofiii-.e, jh looking aronnd for an assist- 
ant. He will need one to do his work 
for him. Will he get onet We 
shall see. Ho is not a better shoe- 
maker than Mr. I'ratt, for the first pair 
of shoes that lie made, on taking pos- 
sesion of the shop, wore a had misfit, 
and be had to make another pair. 

The carpenter shop has always been 
under a hearing man, and has never 
turned out a single competent carpen- 
ter or cabinet maker — the latter is not 
taught at all. 

The printing office had several 
hearing men for foremen before Mr. 
Scott, took charge, but they never 
taught the pitpilx ony thing, whereas, 
since a mute, who knows his business, 
has had charge, males have gone out 
every year, ready to take places in any 
office, and there are many of them 
now .earning a good living at their 
tr.'ide. 

The shoe shop has been under a 
mute's (Mr. I'ratt) care ever since 
the beginning, and has all along turn- 
ed ont good and competent shoe- 
makers. Will it continue to do aot 
From present appearances, we lent 
not. With hearing foremen, and half 
D assistants in each of the shops, 
tbey will make more money for the In- 
stitution, but we are much mistaken if 
that was the chief object in their es 
fahlishment. It may be better for 
Ihe shops financially and easy for the 
foremen, but the pupils will say, as 
the frogn said to the boy, " What is 
fun to you, is death to ns."

On the 17th ult., a very large 
audience of the deaf-mutes assembled 
to listen to Prof. White at our hall, 
Essex street. He, in his lecture on 
Polgyamy, said that one of the most 
humane arguments against polygamy 
was the fact that many families scat 
tered throughout the Territory of 
Utah were compelled to live for weeks 
and months in extreme poverty. The 
Mormons, as a rule, were a hard work 
ing, industrious people, animated by 
the amibition of building themselves 
homes in the desert, but the maintcn 
anoe of several families miles apart de- 
stroyed the elements of true homes, 
and outraged decency and mother- 
hood and so far from bnilding up the 
Kingdom of God, as the polygamistn 
claimed was the curse and would be 
the downfall of Mormonism. 

The Mormon leaders sent to the 
President of the United Stales a peti- 
tion, in favor of polygamy, signed by 
about 2,500 Mormon women. The 
petitioners said that their husbands, 
fathers, sons and brothers, were being 
exposed to the murderous policy of a 
clique of Federal officers intent on the 
destruction of an honest, happy, in- 
dustrious and prosperous people, and 
they, therefore asked for the removal 
of the Federal disturbers of the peace 
to ; stop the disgraceful proceedings 
or send candid and reliable men to 
Utah to investigate the question of 
the constitutional rights and liberty of 
the people. When the Gentiles iirst 
announced their intention of taking 
the platform for a great agitation of 
privilege, the mosaic mind of Mormon- 
dom was touched as by a tremendous 
innovation. Indignation meetings of 
women were held throughout tho ter 
ritory, to protest against the passage 
of the Edmunds bill. At home in Utah 
the Mormons apostles had gathered 
an immense assembly of their brother- 
hood in mass meeting to memorialize 
the Senate, just before the bill was 
passed, affirming polygamy as a part 
of their religion, and a matter in which 
their salvation was involved. Respect- 
fully, bat with tbe|Holemn earnestness 
of men who would meet martyrdom 
rather than renounce their religion, 
they proclaimed to the country their 
unalterable resolution to " obey tbe 
commandments of God," be the con- 
sequences what they might. They 
strongly believed ihey had it right to 
marry as many as they would want, 
because of tbe examples of Abraham, 
Solomon and others. Since the en- 
forcement of the Edmunds polygamy 
bill, those who have violated this, 
were arrested and found guilty of 
adultery as charged in the indictment. 
They were sentenced to a fine of $500, 
and to imprisonment at hard labor 
for three years. The futnre of Utah 
is distinctly marked. Theocracy will 
pass away, and a republican state take 
its place, while ten years hence scarce 
ly a relic of polygamy and tho patri- 
archal system will remain. 

Now in speaking of tbe Mountain 
Meadow Massacre, the lecturer said 
that much cariosity woald naturally 
attach to the mention of so not.nl ,u, 
outlaw, and that to those unacquaint- 
ed with the history of Utah, a brief 
account of the massacre, in which the 
noiorions Mormon, John D. Lee, figur- 
ed so conpsicaoosly, would be latere*! 
ing. 

In the year 1857, a party of emi- 
grants, numbering one hundred and 
fifty men, women and children, passed 
through Salt Lake, on their way to 
California and look the Southern rotate. 
This company, composed chiefly of 
Missouriaus and Illiuoisans, were ob- 
noxious to many of the Mormon lead 
ers, on account ol their having been 
persecutors of the saints bofore their 
hegira into Utah. Although the ma 
jority of the emigrants were well lo do, 
respectable people, and inclined to pass 
the Mormons by without molesling 
ihem, there were among them 
a few incendiary spirits. Having 
cleared Utah, the cattle accompany 
ing the irain were found to be in such 
conditions as necessitated a few days' 
rest ; and accordingly they went into 
camp at. a place called the Mountain 
Meadows. Here they were attacked 
by a force of Indians and Kormon*, 
and withstood a siege of several days, 
with much loss of life. Then under ■ 

flag of truce, three of the Moimon 
leaders held parley with besieged enn 
granls, and having induced tin m by 
promise of a safe retnrn to the settle 
rnents MM] protection from the Indians, 
to deliver up their arms, trcachoroiu, 
ly fell upon them, slaughtering the en 
tire company, with the exception of a 
few of the young ehildien. Ji was 
clearly proved lhat the lenders, who 
Mormons, themselves Wid thin 
hellish deed. John D. Lee, the com- 
mander of the Mormon troops, was re- 
ported the prime instigator of the mas 
sacre, and had been excommunicated 
from the church for life. He was a 
fugitive from justice, with a price set 
on bis bead His ranch waa at the 
foot of a rang« of foonn tains among 
the cliffs, he had tt secret strong))' 
where provis I armed 



Lee, ostracised and hunted as he was, 
was still, in versions of the Mountain 
Meadow massacre, a fit illustration of 
the dangerous character of Mormon- 
ism. While it was known that promin 
ent officers, aided and abetted the out- 
rage, for which he was outlawed, he 
insisted that they were God-fearing 
men. Although it was proved beyond 
question that a full report of the mat- 
ter was given to Brigham Young by 
Lee, he still maintained that the "go- 
vernor" (Brigham Young) did not up- 
hold the enthusiasts, though he failed 
to punish them, except in Lee's per- 
son. According to this man's acoount, 
a messenger was sent to Brigham dar- 
ing the siege, asking counsel, and the 
answer was : Let tho emigrants go I 
they hsve been sufficiently punished 
for the indignities offered us. This 
answer arrived too late. But many of 
the angry Mormons decided to make a 
trip to the cliffs with tho intention of 
taking away Lee's life. Finally he 
was captured and was led to the spot 
where he cruelly butchered the com- 
pany of emigrauts. According to his 
preference to be shot than to be hung, 
he was killed with bullets fired by six 
men, and was buried among the mur- 
dered emigrants. " Murder will out." 
Mr. White told us about bis bath in 
Salt Lake. lie mi. I it was very re- 
markable that the water contains more 
sail than any known lake on this or any 
other Continent. One tloats with ease, 
on account of its density, but should a 
bather allows any of the water to en- 
ler either his month or eyes, he will 
suffer in consequence. The surround 
ings were beautifully situated in a val- 
ley with mountains all around. Should 
any of us cross the continent, be would 
advise uh to visit Utah, as it would re- 
pay us for the expenses. Mormonism, 
lie said, was damnable, and while they 
claimed to be saints, he thought they 
were inspired by tbe devil. 

On the following Wednesday (Au- 
gust 24 th), Mr. While spoke, refer- 
ring to his experience as a teacher at 
the Salt. Lake City School, arid some 
of the incidents of his life among the 
Mormons and also of the life and pro- 
grews of tho School for the Deaf. Wo 
wero greatly indebted to the lecturer 
for his kindncHS in exhibiting a collec- 
tion of the photographs of the officers 
and pupils and Mormon acquaintances , 
which attracted much attention. We 
were sorry to know that the Legisla- 
ture in Utah failed to appropriate 
money last, Winter. Tbe lecturer said 
that the trustees of his school there 
fore recommended that proper provi- 
sion should he mode for the Utah 
mutes by the Legislature, and stated 
that an appropriation of $00,000 for a 
building and $6,000 for a support 
fund to begin with, if such provision 
should be determined on, would be 
sufficient. We enjoyed the lecture 
very much. 

Mr. and Mrs. White and baby left 
Boston last Sunday evening for Utah 
by way of the Hoosac Tunnel, much 
pleased with the visit they made to 
"Dear Boston." We wish them hap- 
piness, health, and prosperity in the 
future. 

A pleasant custom has gradually 
been gaining ground in tho social 
circle of t be deaf mutes in this vicinity, 
of observing the birthday of each 
mute by some slight token. A select- 
ed party of nearly thirty friends of 
Mr. Frank H. Clarke met together at 
the depot in Faulkner, coming from 
different places on tbo night of the 
27th of August, to join in a sur- 
prise party lo Mr. Clark. Mr. 
and Mrs. Bigolow ait. nded to all tho 
preliminaries, and Mr. Clarke on com- 
ing from Ihe sitting room where he 
was playing cards with Mr. Stover, 
found the company in the parlor in 
the dark and the glory of flowers, and 
was there greeted by the cheerful 
wishes of tbe company presented by 
each surpriser in person. There, too. 
Mr. Clarke found an additional plea 
sure in meeting Miss Lucy Swett. 
After they had enjoyed games, they 
were conducted to tho dining room 
and there partook of refreshments. 
It was a very pleasant party, which 
will long be remembered by the com- 
pany. The whole affair was managed 
by Mr. and Mrs. Bigelow. They 
believe in the old saying that " one 
good turn deserves another." Mr. 
Clarke was the prime mover in the 
surprise to Mrs. Bigelow last spring. 

A deaf mute convention was held at. 
Bangor, Me., on the 27th and 28th 
ult, and a good many deaf mutes from 
several parts of New England went 
Only four out of sixty ■ three 
mutes were from BohIoii, they were 
Mrs. C. I'. Wise and Mrs. B. W. Kijh 
bee, Messrs. Tulls, and OaOtt Evans. 
Tho steamer " IVnohseol ,*' in which 
they sailed, left Boston at 5 ph., at 
■Onset if commanded a line crew, pass 
ing Forts Warren and Independ. 
ami other places. Aftor supper, thoy 
were on upper deel,, enjoying the 
moonlight sail and pleasant ehat till 
10 r.%f, when Ihey retired. In the 
morning the steamer was threading 
its way through tbe I'enobscot Bay, 
hundreds of rocky islands studding 
the blue waters with gentle slopes, fair 
with the Verdure "f ■ perfect summer, 

spreading amid rugged cliffs, oJotbed 

with lir and spruce. Uoc.Uand, a 
small thriving city on the Maine 
coast, was the llrst lo Stop, where nf

There was quite a happy meeting 
of old fronds .and HchoolmaloH at. the 
wharf.

After a while, however, she was made 
aware of Ihe reason for the unusual 
number of visitors at one time, by 
congratulations being poured on her 
in a body. It was a complete surprise 
to her, as she acknowledged herself. 
The evening was passed very plea- 
santly by all, playing various games, 
the last of which was the game of 
Mock Jury. Refreshments were serv 
ed during the evening, and the tmr- 
prisers dispersed at a late hour ; eve- 
ry one declaring that he or she had 
a ploasant time. Mrs. Frisbee man 
aged the affair with so much energy 
and tact, that she succeeded in com- 
pletely hoodwinking Mrs. Orcutt till 
the final denouement. 
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There were men of nerve at 
Gallandet Home Excursion. In 
week's issue of the JbuSKAL, there 
appeared an article by Mr. Bond re- 
lating to tbe disturbance on board the 
Long Branch on tbe retnrn trip to 
New York, in which Mr. Bond 
slates that if the committee had been 
men of nerve, there would have been 
no trouble. Mr. Bond does not even 
seem to know bow tbo whole affair 
originated. As there wero but three 
or four parties besides the writer, who 
were eye witnesses to the commence- 
ment of the trouble, and in order to 
put at rest conflicting rumors relating 
to the disgraceful affair, I will give 
a brief outline of how tho whole affair 
originated. 

In the firsfplace, the trouble did 
not, to my knowledge, originate, as 
stated in tho Joijknai, some time ago, 
out of a baseball discussion. 

I *as seated on one of the large 
ballast boxes on the right hand front 
of the boat, in company with Mr. 
John Dunlap and Samuel Brown, one 
of the committee, talking to Mr. 
Geary, of New Jersey, to whom I had 
just been introduced, when two 
men, who, oontrary to tho rules 
of the dancing floor. wero 
dancing together, gave Mr. deary a 
very rude push. They had been 
previously told by Mr. Brown to dis- 
continue, which they did at least for 
a few minutes. 

After boing jostled, Mr. Geary actod 
perhaps too hastily, as he gave the 
two men a push which sent them 
sprawling through the doorway into 
the bar room. In a minute, they re- 
turned and demanded to know what 
Mr. Geary meant by knocking them 
down, to which be replied lhat they 
tried lo down him first, whereupon 
these two men, whom I conld not re 
cognize in tbe dim light of a lantern 
bung upon a post, at once began an 
attack upon Mr. Geary, to whowc 
credit I must say he did not retaliate 
or raise a hand to do so. Out of 1 1 
spect'to the honor of the deaf mules, 
be would have avoided a disturbance 
at least on the boat. Mr. Dunlap, in 
the interest of peaco, tried to qniet 
the attacking parties, as did also Mr. 
Schindler, one of the committee. 
Whereupon they wore in the Iwink 
ling of an eye struck in tbe face by 
some of the attacking parties' 
friends. 

Now, what could even a committee- 
man of iron norve have done against 
three or four mon, large, powerful 
men, almost frenzied by drink and 
anger, and who struck out right and 
left at any one who would raise a 
finger to quiet them. What an SJtOai 
sion requires in such an emergency is 
a good solid guardian of the peace, in 
the shape of an officer. 

There were large men, deck hands 
standing idly by, whe did positively 
nothing to quoll the disturbance 

The party who tried to create a 
disturbance at the Brooklyn picnic, 
was quickly ejected, and why T Be- 
cause there was a policeman, who did 
his duty, and some credit is due to 
Mr. Lounsbury, of Brooklyn, who, in 
some degree, assisted him. 

In conclusion, I would say Unit, 
some of these men, who got up the 
disturbance ot the Gallandet Exclu- 
sion, carried concealed weapons, and 
when a person is known to be dime 
putable or to carry any concealed 
weapon, in my opinion, committees 
of deaf-mute entertainments will cer 
toinly bo justified in refusing them 
admission, as a protection to their 
guoHt.H as well as to the interest of the 
fair famo of our plass.

To Editob Journal : — Strange to 
say that, as a general rule, nearly all 
the state Institutions in the United 
States for deaf-mutes have made a 
great blunder in overlooking the im- 
portance of introducing into them 
books on hygiene and physiology, 
which all pupils must be made to 
study in order to enable them to take 
OsM of their health, for ignorance as 
to the law of health will lead to 
numerous unfortunate consequences. 
That is, they will have to rely on 
Doctors and Quacks for nasty nost- 
rums. To be sick is a sin 1 Good 
health is a great blessing for every 
person, but gold won't make it O. K., 
when above is lost. Every body in the 
world ought to have a perfect know- 
ledge of how to bo well or how to 
avoid getting sick. 

Indulging in the hope that the 
principals will not overlook the above 
important fact, by forcing those who 
are well advanced in learning to 
study hygiene and physiology, as I 
understand most of the oral school 
adopt the same things. And then there 
wiil be fewer or no diseases, nor fevers 
among ns, viz : cholera, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, small pox, typhoid fever, 
bowel complaints, etc., before long. 

Papers report cholera to be alarm- 
ingly bad in Italy and East India, and 
should it happen to be among ns, 
what will we do T We most adopt 
the motto, " Know thyself is the pro- 
per study of mankind," bat not leave 
all your chances to doctors. I learn 
from what the prominent medical men 
say, in regard to cholera, that drink- 
ing well or earth water, instead of 
pure soft water or rain water, leads to 
cholera, typhoid fever, bowel com- 
plaints, etc. 

To strengthen above fact, page 
234, Report Department of Agricul- 
ture, says : " Hard earth or well water 
for cooking is decidedly bad. Many 
vegetables are nearly spoiled by being 
cooked in it. Tea or coffee with hard 
or well water makes very inferior 
flavor. 

"Experienced tasters can readily 
distinguish tea or coffee marie with 
soft water from its richer flavor and 
great strength. Then it is well- 
known that apothecaries or druggists 
cannot make good tinctures or de- 
coctions with bard water, but always 
use soft, or rain, or distilled water. 

" The most important and interest- 
ing argument, however, in favor of 
the habitual use of cloud or rain 
water, is to be found in its healtbfnl- 
ness. Rain water is both a restorer 
and preserver of health, as well as a 
preventive of many diseases." 

Dr. Hubbs, of Memphis writes as 
follows : "By the exclusive use of 
cistern water, cholera will speedily 
disappear and not return. This is 
known from both analysis and experi- 
ence of over twenty years, and he con- 
sequently recommends that it should 
be used faithfully for all personal 
purposes. 

John Leo, of Cincinnati, writes as 
follows : 

"It is a verified fact which will 
stand the test of the strictest investi- 
gation that the exclusive using of 
rain water for all purposes of drink- 
ing, cooking and bathing, instead of 
hard or well water, is a sure preven- 
tive of cholera and bowel complaints, 
and that no town or city supplied ex- 
clusively with rain water, ever suffers 
seriously from epidemic cholera" 

As to cost for cisterns for rain, or 
cloud water, they can be had for 
twenty to fifty dollars each, as a cistern 
holds one hundred hogsheads of water, 
gshead will contain sixty-four pail- 
fuls. A round cistern or well, four 
feet in diameter and six feet deep, will 
hold over forty-six hogsheads of 
water. Cisterns are fsr cheaper 
than pumps or wells, as to get earth or 
hard water it often cost from one to 
five hundred dollars each, fifty to one 
hundred and fifty feet deep.
